‘Radical’ New 

Submarine 
Power Plant 
Fund for Tests 


Sought; Fuel May 
Be Atomic Source. 


WASHINGTON, July 16 (UP)— 
The Navy said today it is plan- 
ning a “completely new” type of 
propulsion for submarines. Work 
on it is abnormally hazardous 
and secret. 

The Navy asked en tor 
$2,000,000 to build an adequate 
test plant for the work at the 
Naval Engineering Experiment 
Station, Annapolis, Md. 

Presumably, the experiments on 
“radical” new power plants for 
submarines could involve atomic 
power or fuels such as hydrogen 
peroxide with which the Germans 
reportedly had some success, 


Because hydrogen peroxide car- 
ries its own oxygen, it enables 
submarines to stay under water 
for longer periods. However, it 
is dangerous to handle, 

The House Armed Services Com- 
mittee tentatively approved the 
$2,000,000 item for experimental 
submarine work. The committee 
also approved construction of new 
facilities to improve undersea 
craft detection. 

In justification of the proposed 
work at Annapolis, the Navy said 
in a statement: 

“Contemplated changes in sub- 
marine propulsion system will re- 
sult in the development of com- 
pletely new modes of propulsion. 
The changes are so great as to 
require exhaustive tests, 

“The test work is considered to 
be hazardous beyond the normal 
hazards expected in the usual ex- 
perimental and development work. 

“Safety and security considera- 
tions require this work to be per- 
formed in specially-planned,. par- 
tially isolated sections of an ac- 
tivity devoted to experiment and 
development. 

“This facility is required to meet 
the ‘currently-planned, radical 
changes in submarine propulsion 
systems.” 

Submarines now are operated by 
diesel engines, while on the sur- 
face, and by storage battery while 
under water.

the city, the various railroads and 
Eero Saarinen, architect who has . 
been commissioned to design the! as 


riverfront memorial. 

Conferences are scheduled with 
John R. Steelman, the assistant to 
President Truman. At these, the 
details of the proposed plans will 
be discussed in an effort to achieve 
federal agreement with the plans. 


Re-authorization Needed. 

The Mayor also will attempt to 
determine from Steelman the prop- 
er procedure to be followed to get 
the federal government to reacti- 
vate the projeet. Originally, the 
cost of the project, started before 
the war and then delayed by the 
conflict, was to be borne on the 
basis of 75 per cent by the fed- 
eral government and 25 per cent 
by the city. 

Congressional action is now 
needed to re-authorize the project 
and a federal appropriation is 
needed to carry out the work, if 
it is resumed. 

Federal approval of the latest 
plan for hiding the railroad tracks 
is also required. This plan pro- 
vides for the removal of the ele- 
vated structure along the river- 
front and the construction of a 
surface tunnel and retaining wall 
to hide the tracks. The area be- 
hind these will be filled to level 
off the area.

WASHINGTON, July 16 (AP)— 
Nearly a dozen Senate Republi- 
cans seemed likely today to go 
along with Senator Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio, in voting against the North 
Atlantic Treaty next Thursday. 

Informal checks indicated that 
more than two thirds of the party’s 
43 Senate members will support 
the treaty. They will be casting 
their lots with Senator Vandenberg 
(Rep.), Michigan in a foreign pol- 
icy split between the two G.O,P. 
leaders. 

Chairman Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, of the Foreign Relations 
Committee told a reporter he 
doesn’t think there will be more 
than 15 votes against the treaty. 
Ratification requires two-thirds 
approval of those balloting. Thus 
the Republicans will supply the 
bulk of the expected unsuccessful 
opposition. 

Political Significance. 

Taft's decision last week to op- 
pose the treaty because he said 
it can’t be separated from the 
proposed $1,450,000,000 foreign 
arms program may have reper- 
cussions in the 1950 congressional 
campaign. 

As a candidate for re-election, 
he is certain to be called on to 


explain by his opponents why he 
went against. the judgment of a 
majority of his Senate Republican 
colleagues. And if advance fore- 
casts are right, while Taft is at- 
tacking the treaty and its inter- 
national implications, most of the 
other Republican Senators run- 
ning for re-election at the same 
time will be defending the pact, 

Of 12 Republicans up in next 
year’s elections, only two others— 
Senators Donnell of Missouri and 
Young of North Dakota—have 
said they will vote against the 
treaty. 

Taft has demonstrated in the 
past that he doesn’t mind playing 
a lone hand in such a political 
situation. He has told friends he 
knows he will be attacked as an 
isolationist, despite the fact that 
he advocated extending the Mon- 
roe Doctrine to Europe as a sub- 
stitute for the security alliance. 


“Ghosts of Isolationists.” 


Senator Morse (Rep.), Oregon, 
on the other side in the : pact 


argument, brought the issue into 


the Senate’s debate. After listen- 
ing to Senator Jenner (Rep.), In- 
diana, denounce the treaty be- 
cause of the arms program, Morse 
got up to say that some of the 
speeches he had been hearing 
made him think that “there are 
stalking across the United States 
Senate again the ghosts of the 
isolationists.” 

While Taft seems to be in very 
much of a lost fight on the treaty, 
his attack on the forthcoming pro- 
posal to arm western European 
signers has administration lead- 
ers worried. On that question, 
Taft has none of the doubts that 
assailed him about the treaty. 
There again he will be arrayed 
against Vandenberg. 

Taft will have the support of 
some who will vote for treaty 
but are against the military pro- 
posal, as well as those who oppose 
both. And Taft showed in the 
contest over the labor bill that 
when he is fighting full blast he 
can’t be discounted as an op- 
ponent. 


POLICENN HAWAII 
ARREST 96 PICKETS 
AID NON-STRIKERS 


HONOLULU, July 16 (UP)—Po- 
lice arrested 96 striking CIO 
longshore pickets today when 
they tried to stop two bus loads 
of non-union longshoremen from 
going through the picket line to 
unload a freighter. 

Two dozen policemen formed a 
protective cordon around the 
busses and escorted them through 
the mass picket line. The non- 
union dock workers were sent to 
unload 14,000 tons of cargo from 
the Isthmian freighter, Steel 
Flyer. 

It was the second time in the 
77-day-old longshore strike that 
police resorted to mass arrests to 
clear the way through the picket 
line. On July 11, 104 union pickets 
were arrested when they attempt- 
ed to stop unloading of the Matson 
freighter, Hawaiian Citizen, which 
was carrying a cargo of 2500 tons 
of tinplate badly needed by the 
} canning industry. 

Later, most of the 45 officers 
and men of the Steel Flyer's crew, 
members of the Seafarers Inter- 


national Union (AFL), walked off 


the vessel “because an unfair out- 
fit is working the ship.”

“So if needs must, the Mine Workers 
are prepared to move into that field of 
stabilization of the industry and if we are 
going to starve in this industry at any 
time we will just all starve together.” 


In the same speech, Lewis pointed out 
that the productive capacity of our coal 
industry exceeds at any normal time the 
consuming capacity of our markets,” and 
that in the majority of coal producing 
states there were almost chronically” less 
than 200 work days per year. 

He also noted that in the anthracite field, 
“due solely to pressure from our organiza- 
tion,” a stabilization plan has been put into 
effect in three Pennsylvania districts, 
whereby a commission composed of repre- 
sentatives of the operators, the union and 
the state allocated the weekly tonnage for 
the industry so that all miners éhare as 
equitably as could be made effective. 


have started on a starvation diet. Events 
since Lewis’s observation about less than 
200 work days a year indicate that they 
might go as low as 150 work days a year. 
The basic reasons for the decline in soft 
coal consumption are; 

1. Decline of th war and postwar export 
market now that Etiropeéan production is in- 
creasing. 

2. Cheaper costs of competitive sources of 
energy, such as natural gas, hydro-electric- 
ity and heavy residual oils. The last named, 
a comparative new-comer, is the by-product 
of refining, and while its present price is 
low, the supply would be curtailed in the 
event of war. 

3. Higher costs of coal transportation 
and handling. 

4. Higher wages 
benefits. 

5. Increased productivity in better fi- 
nanced mines, especially the captive“ 
mines of the large steel companies. 

The price of coal is the decisive factor in 
the industry’s plight. 

The latest figures from the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics on soft coal mining, issued 
in June last year, disclose what has hap- 
pened. Using 1939 as a base of 100, the 
BLS found that the output per man hour 
had increased to 120.8 by 1947. But pay- 
rolls, on this same base, had increased to 
270.7, and unit labor cost jumped to 172.8. 
These figures did not include increased 
transportation and handling costs and cov- 
ered times of substantially full employment. 
If the industry goes on a permanent three- 
day work week, the unit labor cost—or the 
cost of producing a ton of coal—would nat-

These same BLS figures show that total 
production increased percentage-wise from 
100 in 1939 to 156.7 in 1947, while produc- 
tion workers declined from 100 to 98.3 per 
cent in 1947. 

These figures present the fundamental 
problem facing the miners, the operators 
and the public. The situation is very like 
the 1920’s when consumption would not 
support all the mines and all the workers. 
As productivity increases. in the more ef- 
ficient mines, some mines will be closed 
and some miners will be without work. 
That is what Lewis is trying to remedy 
with his “stabilization” plan. 

The bigger question, and one of popular 
concern, is whether the national welfare 
will permit one man—acting alone or in 
co-operation with management — to deter- 
mine what production shall be in an essen- 
tial industry. 


Operators’ Silent Agreement 
Could Support Action by Lewis. 


In 1945, the Supreme Court specifically 
ruled that a combination of a union with 
contractors and manufacturers was a viola- 
tion of the anti-monopoly laws. 


It can be argued but not proved that 
Lewis and the operators do not have to 
take joint affirmative action together be- 
cause Lewis knows what the production 
figures are and what the consumption is 
likely to be. It has been said that he 
could outwardly make all the decisions 
and have the silent agreement of the op- 
erators; he might also select the regions 
in which his miners would work. There 
may be significance in the fact that his 
present order calls for a three-day week 
east of the Mississippi. If the Southern 
operators were unwilling to join with the 
large Northern operators, it is conceivable 
that at some other time he would limit 
work to north of the Ohio river to bring 
the Southerners to his terms. 

Even should Lewis get the “stabilization” 
plan he demands, it is difficult to see how 
it could be extended to other industries un- 
less the 1945 Supreme Court decision is set 
aside and unless other labor union leaders 
are able to establish a labor monopoly and a 
personal dictatorship of their respective or- 
ganizations. Furthermore, most other in- 
dustries are In an expanding rather than a 
declining market. Production capacity, un- 
Uke coal, can be adjusted by prices to at- 
tract consumption. 

The recent tendency in Congress has 
been to limit the powers of the labor union 
monopoly and not to extend them.

Fictitious Public Utility Ac- 
counts Set Up to Show Sim- 
ple Principles — Excessive 
Profits Are Banned.

HERE is no mystery about public regu- 

lation of the rates charged customers 

of telephone, transit, electric, gas and 
water service. Some citizens, however, may 
be confused by the mumbo-jumbo of ac- 
countants, lawyers and engineers in rate 
regulation controversies. 


Here is a simple demonstration of the 
regulatory process. It all boils down to 
a determination of what rates a public 
utility should charge to earn a fair 
but not excessive—profit for its owners. 
A typical set of public utility accounts has 
been set up in round figures. Its balance 
sheet of assets and Nabilities and its an- 
nual income account are reproduced in 
the adjoining columns. 

These figures apply to the Sample Utility 
Service Corp., a fictitious going business as 
a local service of unspecified type. The law- 
yers and the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission are bound to call it Susco.“ Its 
round-figure accounts are reasonably rep- 
resentative of the relationships to be found 
in an actual utility. They are over-simpli- 


‘fied only to the extent of omitting the maze 


of extraneous details naturally occurring in 
a big enterprise. 

Susco happens to be a pretty healthy out- 
fit, financially. Its bonds are a gilt-edge in- 
vestment and its stock isn’t a bad buy, The 
management probably doesn’t think the 
profits are big enough, but they are likely 
to be considered sufficient under a reason- 
ably vigorous policy of regulation. Susco 
shows here profits which might be average 
for the long pull of fat and lean years. 

It’s a hundred-million-dollar concern, 
with invested capital about evenly divided 
between secured debt and the equity put in 
by the stock owners. It is earning almost 
8 per cent on that equity or a little less than 
$9 per share of stock. 


Public utilities must be regulated be- 
cause, in the main, they are natural 
monopolies. If a St. Louisan wants elec- 
tricity he has to get it from Union Elec- 
tric. If he wants gas it must come from 
Laclede Gas. Only Southwestern Bell 
offers telephones, It's true that Public 
Service Co. has certain competition for 
transit but the bulk of the city's workers 
must use its busses or streetcars. 

In exchange for regulation for the protec- 
tion of the people, the utilities are given 
the legal opportunity to seek a fair profit, 
or return, on their investment. Not a guar- 
antee—an opportunity; they must prove the 
need. And excessive profits are banned be- 
cause they would cheat the customers. 


Missouri practice, under the law and the 
policies of the State Public Service Commis- 
sion, aims primarily to determine the degree 
of profit on the “rate (rate-making) base.” 
There is a growing practice among regula- 
tory agencies to gauge the reasonable de- 
gree of profit by the end result“ doctrine, 
which was set out in the famous Hope natu- 
ral gas case by the Supreme Court of the 
United States a few years ago. End result 
means, in effect, how big a dividend the 
stockholders deserve under all the circum- 
stances of a given situation. 7 j 

How do you find the rate base? It’s de- 
rived chiefly from the balance sheet. The 
balance sheet is merely a listing in one col- 
umn (assets) of what the corporation owns, 
and in the adjoining column (liabilities) of

Original Cost Is Basis 
Of Plant Facilities’ Value. 


Susco’s assets, like most utilities, are 
found largely in the plant facilities, or 
property, producing its mythical services. 
It is required to keep its accounts in accord- 
ance with a uniform system prescribed by 
various regulatory agencies. It shows 584, 
000,000 in property devoted to service of its 


customers and a little other property not in 


the public service. 


Like most utilities nowadays, Susco 
lists this plant investment at the rock- 
bottom figure of original cost of the fa- 
cilities, Perhaps it had an inflated bock 
value“ for them in the past, but the Mis- 
souri commission and many others have 
gone over to the simplified original-cost 
method. 

Our guinea pig utility lists some small in- 
vestments, probably including the stock of 
a minor subsidiary it owns. It has a fair 
chunk of liquid funds in the form of cash 
in the bank and United States securities. 
Its customers owe their monthly ‘bills and 
it must have a sizeable stock of materials 
and supplies on hand to keep the business 
running smoothly. That completes the list 
of Susco’s $100,000,000 in assets. 


When Susco was formed it sold stock and 
as it expanded it sold more, under SEC 
scrutiny. Now it has 300,000 shares of 
stock, with par value of $100 each, or $30,- 
000,000. This and the earned surplus ac- 
cumulated out of profits over the years con- 
stitute the equity belonging to the stock- 
holders, a total of $34,000,000. 

To raise more capital for construction of 
the growing plant, Susco sold some long- 
term bonds, secured by a mortgage on the 
property itself. After the war it got some

Each year the corporation makes pay- 
ments into its depreciation reserve account, 
which is one of the big items on the lia- 
bility side. This reserve is nothing more 
than a bookkeeping means of retaining capi- 
tal derived from the payments by customers. 
It is used to replace plant facilities as they 
wear out or become obsolete in character. 
This is a prudent device; if the reader used 
it in his personal affairs, he would have 
cash on hand to buy a new automobile when 
the old family crate wears out. 

To round out the listing of Susco’s $100,- 
000,000 in liabilities-we have the current 
bills due for supplies, payroll and the like. 

So how is the rate base determined? Here 
it is, in the fashion of regulatory commis- 
sions: 

Property in public service $84,000,000 
Materials and supplies on hand 1,000,000 
Cash' working capital 750,000 


$85,750,000 
20,000,000 


Net rate base $65,750,000 


All the foregoing items are found in the 
balance sheet except the cash working capi- 
tal. The latter, according to a fairly com- 
mon practice, is the sum needed for a 
month’s payroll and bills of the kind which 
must be paid cash monthly. “ 


Now we come to Susco’s annual income 
account. Its customers pay it $19,600,000 a 
year for the services furnished. Operating 
expenses consist of the payroll, the things 
purchased for operation purposes (not capi- 
tal investment in plants), the annual depre- 
ciation charges set up in the reserve fund, 
the steadily rising tax requirements of city, 
county and state, and the estimated require- 
ments for income taxes. 

Difference between operating revenue and 
expenses is the profit available for all inves- 
tora, both those who invested in secured 
debt and those who took a greater risk and 
bought stock. This is called the return“ on 
the rate base. Susco’s profit, or return, is 
$3,700,000, which is 5.62 per cent on the 


Gross rate base 
Less the depreciation reserve 


4 net rate base. Since the debt capital draws 


a lower rate of interest (3 per cent on the 
bonds and 4 per cent on the notes), the 
equity capital, the stock, gets a higher yield, 
which works out to 7.79 per cent in the case 
of Susco. 

Note that the 5.62 per cent return is on 
NET base; that is, a base from which the 
entire sum of the depreciation reserve has 
been deducted. Federal regulatory bodies 
and those of many states use this method, 
on the theory that this reserve was built up 
out of money collected from the customers 
and that hence the utility has no right to 
earn profits on it. 


How Depreciation Reserve 
Used for Rate-Making Purposes. 


There are instances where a gross base is 
used. So far, this has been the case as to 
St. Louis Public Service Co. For some years 
the Missouri commission has followed a pol- 
icy as to utilities generally, however, of a 
partial offset against the depreciation re- 
serve, This is achieved by requiring a theo- 
retical addition to revenue of a 3 per cent 
earning on the depreciation reserve. That 
really is a sort of bookkeeping cut-rate com- 
pensation to the customers for the use of 
their money in the reserve. 

Susco’s depreciation reserve is equiva- 
lent to virtually a quarter of its plant in- 
vestment. The proportion of the reserve 
is even higher for some utilities. A quick 
contrast shows the importance of the way 


in which the depreciation reserve is treat- 


ed in rate making. While Susco shows a 
5.62 per cent return on a net base, exactly 
the same profit figures down to a 5.01 per 


sion method, or 4.31 per cent on a gross 

The Missouri commission has favored 6.5 
per cent as a reasonable return under its 
method.

Most of the" more demonstrative French 
“leaders” have rushed off to the Left or to the 
Right, to the Communists or to De Gaulle. 
While they scream at each other, a Jean Coc- 
teau tells Klaus Mann that politics is “a dis- 
tasteful joke, a gory carnival, not to be taken 
seriously.” And a distinguished old man like 
Andre Gide confesses: 


Whenever young people come to me for 
advice, I feel so shamefully incompetent, so 
helpless, so embarrassed! They keep ask- 
ing me whether there is a way out of the 
present crisis, and whether there is any 
logic and purpose, any sense behind the tur- 
moil. But who am I to tell them? I don’t 


know myself. 

It is the same elsewhere, even in Scandinavia. 
England may be an exception. There the Labor 
Government stepped forward with a long treas- 
ured social gospel. But who can be sure how 
long it will retain its appeal? 

It is a little too easy for an American or an 
Australian to be impatient with contemporary 
Europeans. He may have gone through battle, 
but he has not been in a concentration ¢amp. 
He does not walk between gray-brown, pulver- 
ized, weed-grown ruins. For him, the debase- 
ment of the world’s most advanced civilization 


was not a first-hand, personal experience. But 


he must try to understand the bleak little 
speech into which an unnamed student of 
Uppsala exploded: : 
There is no hope. Why fool ourselves? 
We're done for! We're licked! The struggle 


between the two great anti-spiritual powers 
ussian fascism— 


brated minds would shock the peoples out of 
their lethargy, would make them realize 
the extreme gravity of the ordeal man has 
brought upon by his folly and his 
selfishness. (Klaus Mann, to whom these 
words were addressed, ended his own life 
shortly thereafter.) 

Here is despair that will not be cured by 
Marshall plan dollars alone. A Europe which 
lost so many of its old men in Dachau and so 
many of its young men on the plains of Russia, 
France and North Africa desperately needs 
leaders steeped in its great tradition. It needs 
a revival of the spirit which can be traced from 
Aristotle through Voltaire, from © Erasmus 
through Emile Zola. 

These men were great skeptics. They looked 
hard at the facts, and were taken in by no 
frauds. But they were great believers, too, and 
hard fighters for their beliefs. A dark night 
fell between their age and the present one. It 


is time for a new dawn of freedom and confi-. 


dence. Surely, men will come to announce it. 
Meanwhile, we can continue to send bread.

The death of Henry French Hollis at his 

home in“ Paris recalls the slender thread by 
which the 1919 decision hung. Very few know 
that name at all after 30: years, yet the former 
New Hampshire Senator might well have turned 
defeat into ratification for Woodrow Wilson’s 
great ideal. 
In 1913, Hollis became the first Democrat 
elected to the Senate from New Hampshire in 
60 years. Already personally popular, he allied 
himself with progressive causes. There were 
good reasons to believe that he would have 
been readily re-elected in 1918. But he had 
been sent on a wartime mission to Europe and 
he fell in love with France—with Paris in par- 
ticular. Giving up his seat in the Senate at the 
end of one term, he became an international 
lawyer. In the election, a weak Democratic 
nominee was defeated by Henry W. Keyes. 

When noses were counted, there were 49 Re- 
publican Senators and 47 Democrats. Had Henry 
Hollis returned to his seat from Paris each 
party would have had 48. Vice President Mar- 
shall would have cast the deciding vote on 
control of committees. Wilson’s Senate leader- 
ship would have continued. Gilbert Hitchcock 
would have continued as Foreign Relations 
chairman. Henry Cabot Lodge would have had 
far less chance to vent his personal bitterness 
against Wilson. In all probability the United 
States would) have joined the League. The his- 
tory of the s and 30s inevitably would have 
been different. 

Fortunately the Senate today divides by no 
such paper-thin margin. The vote on the At- 
lantic pact will not turn on the decision of 
some friendly Senator not to run again.

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Tragedy of Five Teen-Agers 
How can we avert still more automobile 
wrecks like the horrible affair near Kirkwood 
a few minutes after Friday midnight in which 
five teen-agers were killed? 


This was the second accident in the St. Louis 


area to occur under similar circumstances with- 
in two weeks. In the earlier wreck two women 
in a bridal party were fatally injured in East 
St. Louis. 

Both accidents involved fast driving—at 60 
miles an hour or more. Both apparently in- 
volved reckless driving. 


All these facts recommend a more sensible. 


attitude toward the operation of automobiles, 
particularly by younger people. Many young- 
sters are taking risks with their lives by using 
automobiles for games of “nerve’—seeing how 
close they can come to disaster without meeting 
it. A growing recklessness with automobiles 
is a phenomenon of the times which parents 
cannot afford to ignore. Officers of the law 
should be alert to it, too. Firmness with a reck- 
less youngster at a wheel may save his life. 

Accidents like these can be prevented. Yet 
if the indications are not misleading, there are 
going to be more of them instead of fewer 
unless determined steps are taken.

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Two Visitors at a Picnic 

Things which are matter of fact to Americans 
often are very rising to Europeans.

Must Man Wear Out? 


Paul A. Zahl, Biologist and Cancer Researcher, in The American Scholar 


Is it an absolute cyclicity with which 
men go down into extinction every genera- 
tion, to be replaced by a new crop of 
germ-cell-bearing tyros? Well, there is still 
the reasonable hope that if scientific aspi- 
ration and technological progress can be 


‘prevented from withering in the dust of 


crumbling social institutions, then individ- 
ual wisdom and experience may some day 
be permitted to gather cumulative 
strength, instead of ebbing back to zero 
with each aged generation 

In beliefs ranging from nirvanaistic for- 
everness to complete corporeal resurrec- 
tion, we have never ceased hoping, dream- 
ing, praying that 
death is not the end. 
Hence, when the bi- 
ologist ponders the 
mysteries of life's 
transience, he is act- 
ing in the tradition 
of all men. 

Only a few years 
ago the biologist 
would have defined 
death as an irrever- 
sible cessation of 
metabolic activ ity. Dr. Paul A. Zahl 
But today, far more than the philosopher, 
he has had to revise his conception of 
mortality. Cannot the viruses, dried to a 
state of zero metabolism, be preserved in- 
definitely, thereby virtually negating death? 
Do not experiments in which microbes are 
frozen into suspended animation, to be re- 
vitalized at will, change our ideas of bio- 
logical time, and the meaning of death? 


Creatures That Lived Forever 


The first inhabitants of our planet were 
not subject to death. As single cells, they 
grew to a fixed size limit, then divided in 
two, leaving no parent—and no corpse. 

In the course of time, organisms came 
to consist of many cells, the vast majority 
of which were shorn of their original 
capacity to reproduce the whole organism. 
There were tissues which served te digest 
food for the entire organism; others spe- 
clalized to deliver nutriment to every 
cranny of the body; still others assigned 
for integration and courier detail, for loco- 
motion, excretion, protection. 

Multicellular animals had long since 
abandoned sunlight as the source of pri- 
mary energy, and.so were impelled to 
sharpen their efficiency in the capture and 
devouring of their evolutionary collaterals. 
The whole “aim” and “purpose” of the 
outer body was to nurture and protect its 
wards—the reproductive cells—and to de- 
posit them, when ripe, for fusion with 
those of the opposite sex. 


A Price of Progress 

In life’s two-billion-year reaction chain, 
no value was assigned to post-reproductive 
maintenance of the individual organism. 
The institution of death arose as a result 
of this null value placed on the individual 
once it had passed on the family torch. 


Senescénce and death are by no means 


universal biological phenomena; they are 


but the price paid fon high specialization 
and for an advanced evolutionary position. 
Perennial organisms, for example, are in 
fact not subject to senescence, and never 
wear down to natural expiration. This con- 
dition prevails, presumably, because the 
body tissues of such organisms have not 
been specialized to the point where they 


have wholly lost their reproductive ca- 

pacity. | 
A single mangrove sprout may spread to 

a continuous net over many square miles 


of brackish swampland, its indefinite in- . 


crease being limited only by competing 
vegetation or other. environmental restric- 
tions. Perennialism applies, in addition, 
not only to such notable examples of non- 
aging as the giant sequoias, but to the 
teeming bacteria, fungi and algae, and 
aiso to many of the lower multicellular 
animals which grow and bud very much 
like plants. Among organisms of this 
class, life can be stopped only by accident, 
attatk by preying organisms, or severe 
environmental adversity. 

The span allotted from birth to senes- 
cence is gene-determined, and subject to 
wide variation. A tiny animal called the 
rotifer completes its entire cycle with a 
few days. The mouse does not die until 
one to two years have elapsed; some rep- 
tiles live to exceed 150 years; and: the 
elephant’s ‘longevity is proverbial. 


Can Our Mainspring Be Reset? 


Not all, indeed very few, individuals 
realize their full life-potential, which for 
most mammals is calculated to be about 
six times the period from birth to ma- 
turity: Perhaps half of civilized man’s to- 
tal personal activities—accident avoidance, 
food consumption, rest, hygiene, medical 
therapy, etc.—are aimed at deferring death. 


Since the speed of “ticking” within the 
body is broadly conditioned by the tem- 
perature at which it occurs, thermal 
changes may alter the life-span. Fruit 
flies maintained from birth at 30 degrees 
centigrade go into senescence within 21 
days; at 10 degrees they do not succumb 
@ntil almost 200 days. 


More directly cogent to the problems of 
aging and death is the plausibility of 
somehow altering the spring which lies 
coiled to a predetermined tension within 
every individual of every non-perennial 
species. Is it not possible to identify the 
factors that preordain the shortness of in- 
dividual existence, and perhaps to control 
them? 


Time Enough to Prepare 


We may infer from the absence of in- 
evitable death among the lower organisms 
that there is nothing in the fundamental 
nature of protoplasm that demands a wear- 
ing-out. A man is protoplasm; a sequoia 
is protoplasm. One has a death-terminated 
life-cycle; the other does not. A man is a 
mammal; so is a mouse. Yet one lives 30 
times longer than the other. 


It does not require a seer’s perception 
to realize that this class of phenomena 
will have to be elucidated far more fully 
before effective thought can be devoted to 
obviating that deep-seated rusting which 
leads so inexorably to senescence and 
death. Perhaps in this inaugural age of 
science, man will begin a new and vigorous 
search for biological, and so psychological, 
immortality. | 

To those who would worry about the 
staggering implications of literal immor- 
tality, may one add that there will be time 
enough to deal with that greatest of all 
challenges: the patterning of values, moti- 
vations and reproductive mores in 2a s0- 
ciety whose citizens are assured perpetual 
life.

The changes would probably be 
more apparent to Old Baldy than 
to anyone else. He would notice 
at once, with some pain to his 
vanity, the completeness with 
which Romans have obliterated 
physical evidences of his regime. 


Few Marks Left. 


Except for an occasional, faded 
“Viva Ii Duce” on a brown wall, 
usually smeared over by a fresher 
but also fading hammer and 
sickle, it is almost as though Mus- 

' solini had not ruled for nearly 22 
years, from October 1922 until he 
fled in 1944, was captured and 
killed by partisans in 1945. 


But Old Baldy would be pleased 
to overhear the overbred, slick- 
haired remnants of Roman aris- 
tocracy bemoan the passing of 
“quei bei tempi”... “those good 
old days” of order, discipline, 
cleanliness and quiet. 


Rome, in the years since Mus- 
solini was strung up by his heels 
alongside his adored Claretta Pe- 
tacci, has become a bubbling, un- 
disciplined, rather dirty and 
nomenally noisy city. 

This derives from the fact that 
these Latin lovers of conversa- 
tional and mechanical hubbub 
were frustrated so long under 
Mussolini. While trying to work 
one hot, sumer morning in his 
Palazzo Venezia, Ii Duce was over- 
whelmed by the volume of sound 
which poured through his tall, 
open windows. He tried closing 
them and broiled. So he pushed 
a button, dictated a decree and 
signed it. The law barred all horn- 
blowing within Rome’s city limits, 

Spree on Auto Horns. 


Freedom meant many things for 
Romans, as we shall see. But 
among its meanings was recovery 
of the right to sound their auto 
horns whenever they liked which, 
apparently, is all day and most of 
the night. 

This volume of honking, screech- 
ing and squawking produced by 
the signals on 
propelled vehicles has reached 
such proportions that Prime Min- 
ister Alcide de Gasperi has been 
petitioned to do something about 
it. Nothing, probably, will be done. 
Romans would resist deprivation 
of their Fifth Freedom. 

But the horn-sounding is merely 
a higher-pitched ingredient of the 
Roman cacophony. The basic 
noise is produced by countless in- 
ternal combustion engines all 
going at once, at different speeds.

Even allow- 


ing for inevitable exaggeration, 


we know that much of what is 


written must be true: that the 
years of war certainly drained 
that green and pleasant land of

even further. 
What that spirit was once like, 


and what we may hope it will 


continue to be, the noble classics 
of England can always tell us. 
It is therefore good that the 
Modern Library has just reprint- 
ed, in one inexpensive volume, 
two of Jane Austen’s famous 
novels: Pride and Prejudice” 
and “Sense and Sensibility.” 

They are novels which remind 
us of a life that is all but ex- 
tinct; they remind us, too; of a 
spirit which we hope will never 
be extinct: a spirit in which joy 
and wit, delight in humanity and 
ridicule of human foibles, com- 
bine to produce a rich comic art. 
It is an art which possesses a 
deep sense of tradition, self-as- 
sured without being snobbish, 
and proper without being smug. 
The result is the perfect comedy 
of manners. 

* — 
WELL-ORDERED society is 
essential for such comedy, 
and it was such a society in 

which Jane Austen lived. Her 
times were much different from 
ours. The Napoleonic wars were 
indeed taking place, but they 
were far distant from the pleas- 
ant countryside and the spacious 
manor houses of which she 
wrote. The wars to be sure im- 
pinged occasionally, as when a 
couple of dashing young officers 
are stationed nearby, to the de- 
light of the younger ladies; but 
otherwise the wars were far 
away. Jane Austen’s world is a 
peaceful world: the only prob- 
lems are the ones that take place 
in the most everyday kind of 
life: the problems of living on 
one’s income, the problems of 
marriage and giving in marriage, 
the problems of getting on with 
one’s family and one’s neighbors. 
It is a good world in which only 
the universal problems can cause 
us deep concern; our own tor- 
tured times need this glimpse of 
human serenity. 

Jane Austen is most typically 
concerned with yoting unmarried 
girls who must somehow be mar- 
ried off. Some of them are stupid 
or foolish, like Mr. Bennet’s

Approve Bill Providing 
Funds for Aid.

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WASHINGTON, July 16 (AP)— 
The metal mining industry will 
nave to get government help if it 
is to remain alive, Congress was 
told today. 

A Senate Interior subcommittee 
heard spokesmen for the industry 
urge adoption of legislation to 
stimulate, by financial assistance, 
the development of strategic and 
critical minerals. 

The committee is.studying a bill 
by Senator O’Mahoney (Dem.), 
Wyoming, to create a Minerals 
Conservation Board which would 
oversee the spending of funds to 
keep mines in operation. 

Passage of the bill was urged 
by J. H. Buchanan, Picher, Okla.; 
William Lynch, Calumet, Mich.; 
and Robert S. Palmer, of the 
Colorado Mining Association. 

In A Depression. 

Speaking for the zinc and lead 
producers in Missouri, Oklahoma 
and Kansas, Buchanan said: “the 
miner and his company are in 
the midst of a serious depression.” 

“We must protect our domestic 
sources of supply by a sound pol- 
icy of conservation of our mineral 
resources as well as the conser- 
vation of our trained mine per- 
sonnel,” he. said. 

He told the committee that 
4000 miners in the tri-state area 
he operates in have lost their jobs. 

He said zinc prices have fallen 
about 54 per cent and lead about 
49 pef cent since March, partly 
because “of the importation of 
approximately 280,000 tons of zinc 
and some 340,000 tons of lead dur- 
ing 1948.” 

Encouraged Competition. 

“Certainly through the ECA 
program,” he added, “we have 
encouraged and probably helped 
to finance some of this foreign 
competition.” 

“We ask that you consider any 
sum expended to assist in the 
conservation and development of 
our mineral resources as a long 
range investment in our national 
safety and security,” he said. 

“We are now ‘witnessing the 
slow death of a basic industry. 
It seems unwise to spend $15,000,- 
000,000 a year for national defense, 
$3,500,000,000 for ECA and prob- 
ably another $1,500,000,000 to help 
rearm Europe, and at the same 
time allow our mining industry 
to disintegrate.”

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OES Missouri have any upland game birds besides the bobwhite 
quail? This question has been raised by Robert C. Quade, 6655 
Garner avenue. In a letter to Outdoors, he says: 


“In looking at the beautiful pic- 
tures of quail in the Pictures 
Section of the Sunday (July 10) 
Post-Dispatch, I noticed that the 
underlines en the bottom picture 
on the first page spoke of the 
‘bobwhite quail, one of Missouri’s 
finest upland game birds. 

“Does Missouri have any other 
upland game ‘birds? If so, what 
are they?” The Wildlife Code 
published by 
makes no mention of any.” 

Dan Saults, information direc- 
tor for the Missouri Conservation 
Commission, to whom the ques- 
tion was referred, says it caused 
considerable discussion among 
the commission experts. 

Although Missouri has a small 
number of pheasants, chukar 
partridges, prairie chickens, ruffed 
grouse and turkeys, there is 
no open season for any of these 
species in this state. Hence, they 
do not qualify as upland game 
birds. 

An upland bird is one that be- 
longs in a category distinct from 
shore birds and waterfowl. 

The upland birds listed in The 
Hunter’s Encyclopedia edited by 
Raymond R. Camp include wood- 
cocks and doves in addition to 
the types mentioned above as 
found in Missouri. 

Both woodcocks and, of course, 
doves are found in this state and 
are legal game, although hunting 
regulations are fixed by the Fed- 
eral Government under the mi- 
gratory bird act. 

The commission experts were 
somewhat divided over whether the 
woodcock should be classified as 
an upland bird, but the majority 
felt that it should. 

Hunter’s Encyclopedia also notes 
an uncertainty on this point. It 
says: “The American woodcock, 
although generally classed as an 
upland game bird, is in reality a 
member of the snipe class (shore 
birds).” 

So, the answer to Quade’s ques- 
tion: The upland game birds found 
in Missouri in addition to the bob- 
white quail are doves and wood- 
cocks. There is room for argu- 
ment on the woodcock.

NAVY TO TEST TANK DEVICE 
TO REDUCE ROLL OF SHIP 


WASHINGTON, July 16 (AP)— 
The Navy announced tonight a 
ship stabilization system, designed 
to reduce the rolling motion of a 
ship by as much as 80 per cent, is 
being installed in the mine 
sweeper Peregrine at the Narren 
(Va.) Navy Yard. 

The Peregrine will got out into 
the stormy weather arek off the 
Virginia * next month to try 
out the device. 

One of the major advantages of 
reducing or stopping the roll of a 
warship will be in gunfire and in 
the landing of planes on aircraft 
carriers. 

In the experimental device 
aboard the Peregrine, two pairs of 
large tanks are mounted on oppo- 
site sides of the ship. High speed 
pumps, operating automatically, 
transfer water from one set of 
tanks to another as the ship starts 
a roll. The roll thus is “damp- 
ened” by changing the balance of 
the ship to offset the rolling 
tendency..

The 
government and the cutters came 
to an agreement that the cutters 
will work and lay off alternate 
weeks. 

The Finnish legislature has just 
voted higher “ unemployment 
checks. 

Denmark is starting a town-by- 
town survey to find out who is out 
of work and why. It wants to 
find jobs for 53,000, mostly un- 
skilled. The government plans 
training programs. About 35,000 
of the jobless are men who have 
dug peat since the war ended. 
Peat is no longer needed as the 
country can now import coal. 


European countries in which un- 
employment is serious so far, 

Throughout the year Italy has 
had almost 2,000,000 looking for 
jobs. The government is trying to 
export some of its citizens, mostly 
to Latin America. 

South America has taken many 
Italians—but now the Latins are 
demanding workers with certain 
skills. Some Latin countries are 
setting up training programs in 
Italy for the Italians they intend 
to take. 

Financing of Plans. 

The world over, these aids to the 
‘jobless are financed by taxes on 
the rich and the well-to-do. Mar-

shall plan observers report Italy 
has trouble collecting taxes. The 
government, however, forces em- 
ployers to keep certain numbers 
of workers on their re- 
gardiess of whether the men are 
needed. 

Greece’s unemployment prob} 
lems are due mostly to the guer- 
rilla warfare that has driven thou- 
sands of Greeks from farms and 
small villages. 

But Greece has a form of “made 
work.” A Washington economist‘ 
who has just returned from 
Greece says it is based on a 
strange law that the Greeks 
passed just as they expected the 
German 8 in 1940. 

They wanted to prevent Greeks 
being taken out of the country 
for forced labor. So a law was 
passed forbidding Greek employ- 
ers from firing workers. Curious- 
ly, the Germans respected the law. 
It is still on the books, and now 
Greek employers must observe it. 

Great Britain, France, Western 
Germany, the Scandinavian na- 
tions all have cushions against 
joblessness which parallel Ameri- 
can laws—so many weeks of un- 
employment pay when a worker is 


fired 
Aid in Latin America. 

In Latin America, it’s different. 
But all the Latin nations—wheth- 
er dictatorships, republics or de- 
mocracies — have some form of 
work aid. 

A number are trying to “stretch 
out” growing unemployment. They 
demand that employers lay off 
only small numbers each month 
instead of. enfotcing mass lay- 
offs. The hope is that workers 
will have better opportunities to 
find other jobs. 

Few Latin nations have unem- 
ployment compensation as we 
know it. But several require em- 
ployers to give “separation pay” 
amounting to a month’s pay for 
each year the worker has been 
with his employer. 

All through the Latin countries 
public works programs are going 
on—highways, airports and power 
plants. 

/ Cuba is worried about workers 
in textile mills, which have been 
Closing this year. The Govern- 
ment has just passed a law grant- 
ing a Subsidy to mill owners, both 
to keep mills open and to pay the 
checks for marginal workers who 
might be fired. 

ere and how the textiles will 
be sold has not been solved, but 
economists here comment that 
many a Latin worker would like 
an extra shirt if some way can 
be found to sell them. 

View of Labor Office. 

International Labor Office ex- 
perts are trying to drive home a 
new lesson about workers to the 
50 governments that belong to 
O. They think governments 
should move ahead on programs 
for developing their nations and 
then fit their workers into“ jobs 
even though it takes training pro- 
grams. They insist also that it 
should become easier for jobless 
workers to move around the world 
to places where they are needed. 

One labor economist who is ad- 
vising on the Marshall plan says: 
“Government concern over jobs 
will grow. Since World War I 
the philosophy of government has 
changed almost everywhere in the 
world from a primary concern for 
property to a primary concern for 
the citizens as the nation’s most

Palomar Astronomer to Use 
48-Inch Telescope and 
200-Inch Mirror.

PALOMAR OBSERVATORY, 
Calif., July 16 (AP)-—A huge new 
telescope known as the 
Schmidt begins mapping the uni- 
verse next Tuesday night. And 
therefrom hangs a tale. 


Twenty years ago Bernard today by 


Schmidt, a German optician, in- 
vented a new kind of telescope. 
It had corrective lens that would 
bend light rays in such a way as 
to yield clearer photographs of 
stars. European’ astronomers 
were skeptical, and stuck to ol 
atyle telescopes. . 

Some of Schmidt's sky photo- 
graphs found their way to Amer- 
ica, where scientists immediately 
were enthusiastic. Their willing- 
mess to accept a new idea re- 
sulted in the building of the new 
48-inch Schmidt telescope which 
this week starts making astro- 
nomical history. 

Task of Four Tears. 

During the next four years the 
Schmidt will be busy photograph- 
ing three fourths of the heavens, 
taking pictures of stars up to 
200,000,000 light years away. By 
studying the resulting “Sky At- 
las,” astronomers will be able to 
determine where they want to 
aim the Schmidt’s “working part- 
ner,” the 200-inch Hale telescope 
which has a range of one billion 
light years. 

This is a project that never has 
been undertaken before, because 
never before was there a tele- 
scope capable of doing the job. 
The Schmidt is expected to dis- 
cover new stars — perhaps even 
new systems of stars. 

Schmidt’s defiance of conven- 
tions extended beyond his work. 
He rebelled at regular hours. 
Money meant nothing to him. He 
refused high-salaried positions be- 
cause he would work only on 
things that interested him. Even 
in his laboratory he refused to 
wear anything but formal dress— 
a claw hammer cutaway coat and 
striped trousers. His revolt against 
regimentation took many forms of 


expression. 
Makes Lens From Bottle. 
When only 10 years old he lost 
an arm while experimenting with 
explosives. Turning his interest 
in scientific matters to other 
fields, two years later he hand- 
ground his first lens—polishing 
the bottom of a beer bottle in a 
gaucer of sand. Later he made 
a crude camera out of a cigar box, 
and combining these two early 
loves set out on years of experi- 
mentation which led to the crea- 
tion of the finest telescope of its 
kind in the world. Today's tele- 
scopes, actually, are little more 
than huge cameras equipped with 
power mirrors and lenses,

ber of L.A. bacteria, and not to 
be harmful from swallowing the 
ammonium and urea. But there 
has not been time to show clearly 
what they may do against decay. 

3. A toothpaste containing chlor- 
ophyll, the green stuff that gives 
plants their color. University re- 
searchers report it was extremely 
effective in lowering the L. A. bac- 
teria, even to eliminating them in 
most persons, after a time, and in 
preventing formation of acids. 
They said it also appeared helpful 
in combating two other processes 
that may cause decay—the action 
of. chemicals called enzymes, and 
possibly the action of other kinds 
of bacteria. 

4. Chemical roadblocks. Some 
dentists are testing a method based 
on the idea that decay is caused 
by bacteria invading tiny channels 
of living matter between the rods 
of tooth enamel. Two chemicals 
are applied to the teeth to form a 
barrier at the opening of these 
channels. Initial studies report up 
to 90 per ment reductions in decay. 
This treatment must be given by a 
dentist. 

5. Fluorine. This chemical ele- 
ment is being added to drinking 
water, and dentists are applying 
weak solutions of sodium fluoride 
set som § to children’s teeth. After 
several years of studies, it is cred- 
ited with reducing decay by up to 
40 per cent when applied directly. 
It appears to help children only. 

' Backers of Fluorine. 

The fluorine attack is supported 
by the American Dental Associa- 
tion and the United States . Public 
Health Service. 

As yet, the Council on Dental 
Therapeutics of the Dental Associ- 
ation has not approved any of the. 
other new methods. It has accepted 
three of the ammoniated formulas 
for clinical tests, which take time. 

Meanwhile, some dental leaders 
are worried about what they call 
exaggerated stress on preventing 
tooth decay. Gum diseases and 
other troubles, not decay, are re- 
sponsible for most teeth lost today, 
said Dr. George A. Bruns of Bos- 
ton, president of the American 
Academy of Dental Medicine.

OR three weeks, a rugged mountain valley at Aspen, 
Colorado, once a pioneer mining town, was a gather- 
ing place for some of the world's most eminent 
scholars, musicians, writers and poets. They came, some 
from overseas, to join in observing the two hundredth 
anniversary of the birth of Johann Wolfgang von Goethe, 
German philosopher, scientist dramatist and poet. 
Almost any county fair would have been more im- 
— as a spectacle, than the Goethe Bicentennial 
ion and Music Festival at Aspen. But as an 
artistic and intellectual demonstration it was of import- 
ance out of all proportion to its physical dimensions. 
The immense contributions of Goethe to Western 
culture provided the central theme, explored in all its 
phases at formal discourses. These took place in a tent- 
covered concrete bowl, where ators sitting on un- 
painted lumber benches could look through entrance- 
ways at towering mountains. Tent sessions, however, 
were only preliminaries to informal discussions that 
sprang up all over the place. Wherever one of the visit- 
ing scholars for a moment—in cafeteria or bar, 
on sidewalks or in hotel rooms—he was likely to 
become the center of a group of eagér questioners.

As a business, it is an unstable 
mixture of cold generalship and flamboy- 
ant showmanship. Keeping fans happy 
and warding off midseason misfortune 
are main trials of club management. 
Last year, 20,972,601 persons packed 
themselves into major league ball parks, 
an all-time high. Most of these are 
steady customers. They also are, per- 
haps, the most sharp-edged, emotional 
and articulate of connoisseurs. 
To keep its share of this market, the 
St. Louis Cardinals base club, consist- 
ently turns out a high-class product. To 
protect its habitual position at or near the 
top of the National League, the club keeps 
good men on tap in a far-flung minor 
league empire. From New York to Cal- 
ornia, from Alabama to Ontario, the 
prospect for players.

ANITY cakes, fried ribbons of a delicate dough, have 
been made in Poland for centuries for celebrations 
of weddings, holidays, other special occasions. Mrs. 

Cornelia Brzezinska, who was born in Poland, often 
prepares these sugar-dusted dainties to serve with tea. 

Following an old recipe, she begins by mixing in 
a bowl sifted flour, powdered sugar, salt, melted butter 
and grated lemon rind. Whole eggs and egg yolks, 
beaten until frothy, are poured into a depression made in 
this mixture, rum is added and all is blended quickly. .The 
resulting dough is then kneaded with a little additional 
flour until it does not stick to the fingers and is smooth. 

Small pieces of dough are pinched off one at a time, 
rolled about one-eighth inch thick and cut into strips. 
These strips are then cut diagonally across, a 
two-inth slit is cut in center of each and pointed end of 
strip is pulled through. Strips are fried in deep fat until 
a pale brown. They are drained on paper towels and 
dusted with powdered sugar when cool. 

INGRED : Two cups sifted flour, two table 
spoons powdered sugar, one-fourth teaspoon salt, four 
tablespoons melted butter, grated rind of one large lemon, 
two whole eggs, six egg yolks, one and one-fourth jiggers 
rum. These amounts make about 60 pieces.
